ADJOURNMENT OF THE LEGIS.
LATURR.

WMux trus object of just governments is to
gecure the life, liberty, and happiness of the
weople governed. Bo says the Declaration of
Indopendence. The true object of the
wnomalous sort of government that is typi-
fied by the Legislature of Pennsylvania, how-
ever, is to harass, plunder, oppress, deceive,
vex, betray, and impoverish the Comnan-
wealth. The proceedings of the body which
has fortunately just adjourned are essentially
more like the decrees of & gang of robbers,
or the harsh edicts of a body of hostile con.
querors intent on parcelling ont the Com-
monwealth to their favorites and followers,
than the laws of wise and Dbenevo-
lent legislators. In a working session
of sixty-five days, more than four thousand
bilis were introduced and mnearly fifteen hun-
dred were actually passed and sent to the
Governor. Yet, of all this bateh, it wonld
be difficult to find one law ont of a hundred
which even pretends to promote the general
welfare, or to aid, even remotely, in pro-
moting the real interests of the citizens of
this Commonwealth, while the real intent in
nearly every bill is to grant a special privi- |
lege of some kind to a favored individual,
whioh he ¢an scarcely ever exsrcise withont
inflioting a corresponding injury on oue or
more of his fellow-men. So great was the
rago to rnsh through these acts of spoliation
that the legislators even begradged the timo
consumeod in an attempt to learn their con-
tents, and many of them were read only by
their titles, 'Bhere is somsething inconceivably
monstrous in the idea that any body of men
should be empowered to compel obediencs to
a long series of laws which they do not even
stop to read. This is tyranny in its worst
shape, confounded by deplorable earclesancss
and confusion, and if the people continue to
conntenance such an outrageons system, the
time is near at hand when every vestige of
good State government will be destroyod,

One fortunate circumstance has saved the
people from a series of oppressions whiol
otherwise would have been intolerable. A
guarrel between the Governor and the Legis-
iature oocurred at the commencement of the
session. The legislators refused to print
the nsual number of oxtra copies of the |
Governor's message or to increase his salary, |
and Geary, in turn, has avenged himself by
a free uso of the veto power. The check
thus imposed, conjoined with the resolute
action of a few members of the
Houss and BSenate who wers faithful
among the faithless, have saved the State, for
the time being, from finauecial rain, and the
people from a long list of villunous eppras.
sions which wonld otherwise have been im.
posed npon them,

What bas been done, with the conenrrence
of both branches of the Legislature and tho
Governor, is bad enough, But what would
have heen done if a fow fortuitous cireum-
stances had not interposed to save the State
from intolerable afllictions was infinitely
worse, and the volers who last fall re-elected
men who had previously gained an infamous
notoriety may congratulate themselves that
they have mccidentally been rescued from
many of the evils which their faithless
favorites desired and endeavored to infliot,

For the manifold mischiefs of the existing
system various remedies have been proposed.
Fven the newly eleoted Bpeaker of the State
Senate referred to this subject in the spesch |
he delivered yesterday., He suggestad that a |
joint resolution be adopted by the Logislature
prohibiting the consideration of any bill
which has not been printed. This precaution
should of course be adopted, but as the pres-
ent logislative rules have nelorionaly besn
formed for the express purpose of fucilitating
the passago of iniqui tous bills, we have little
hope that any future Legi slature will be con-
trolled by a higher motive. I'he real remedy
must be sought in the first instance by the
election, for at least one year, of legislators
sufficiently  faithful to the peoplg to
propose constitutionnl smendments that will

the Governor shall not sign any bill until it
has been published for a stated period in the
newspapers of the county to which it applies.
One thing is painfully evidont —that the pre-
sent practice of vesting legislative powers,
which in many respects are well-nigh abso-
lute, in such bodies of men as are now sont to
Harrisburg, is franght with great and ever.
increasing danger; and il has becoma the most
imporative duty of the time to avert, by aeffec-
tive means, the annual torrent of crade, un-
just, nnwise, and mischiavous legislation,

OUR CENTENNIAL ANNIVERSARY.
Mayon 1Pox, Mr. John 8 Shoemaker, chair-
man of the joinl commities of Counvils, and

1876, and we have no doubt that
the proper action will be taken in the matter,
Not only is the city where Independence
Hall still stands, an object of veneration, tha
most suitable placs for such an exhibition, on
account of its historical assoeciations, but
there is no place upon the Awerican conti-
nent that oders more facilitios, from what-
ever poinl of view the subject may be cou-
sidered. We have, convenient to the built-
up portions of the city, ampla ground for all
the buildings that may be required for a
great exposition of the arts and manufactures
of the world, while ths largoest ships laden
with goods ean discharge their cargoes upon
our wharves within convenient transporta-
tion distance of any place where it may be
decided to locate the stenctare to be devoted
to the exhibition. We bave also ample room

for the accommodation of the host
of strangers that will be expected
to attend, without crowding them to-

gether to such an extent that all the plea-
sure of their visit will be destroyed. The
advantages of Philadelphia in this matter will
doubitless receive the candid consideration of

| the Committee on Commerce and Manufac-

The Epeaker of the English Commons.

A WUMOR comies to us by the cable that the present
Speaker of the English House of Commons will
goGil retive, to be suceeeded, probably, by the Right
Hon, Edward Cardwell, at present Secretary of War,
The Right Hon, John Evelyn Denison, who hias been
Spraker of the lonse of Commons since 1857, was
born in the year 1500, pud was educated at Eton
and ot Chriat Church, Oxfond, where he was the
contemporary und [ricod of many who afterwards
beeame celebrated in the polltical world, aud where
he graduated B A, in 1823, In the suimne year he
was returnped to Parliament for the boroagh of New-
castie.under-Lyme, and o 1824, in company with
the present Earl of Derby, Lord Taunton, and the
Inte Lord Wharncliffe, went on a protracted tour
through Canada and the United States, On the for-
mation of Mr. Cupning’s adminisivation, Mr, Deni-
son was pppofutea one of the Lords of the Admi-
ralty. At this time the struggle of parties was very
geree, nd the Roman Catholle Emancipation ques-
tlon agitnted the political world, Mr, Denfson ani-
formly supported concessions to the claims of the
Homan Catholies. Mr. Canoing's death led to a
consllerable wltoration In the state of political
parties, and, among others, it affected Mr. Deanison.
He relingnished the duties of the Admiralty Board,
and preferring an independent political eareer to the
regponsibliities of un otlicinl position, did not aguin
holit omMce, thongh several administeations sought
lils gervices. In 1540 he was returned for the borough
of Hustings, o 1581, aller the death of Mr. Huskis-
sull, he was Invited to stand for Liverpool, and at
the general election 'of 1831 he was retarned for
tiiat borough aud for the county of Nottingham,
choosing to sit for the Intier, During two Parlia-
moeuts he repregented the boroagh of Malton, and in
1587 he was returned for the North division of Notts,
Mr, Deunison took an active part in the condact of
the private buginess of the House; and on the re-
tirement of Mr. Shaw Lefevre in 1857, was unani-
mowaly chosen Spenker, belng again unsoimously
elected in 1850, 1500, and in 1865, I 1827 Mr, Deni.
son married the ird davghuter of the fourth Duke
of Portlaud. As Speaker of the House of Commons,
Mr. Dennison ranks as the frst Commoper, and
takes precedence next ufter barons. His emelument
conslsts of o furnished house In the New Palace of
Westmingter, and a salary of £5000 & year,
